Woman in the matter of her hats is 
notoriously eager to be off with the old 
love and on with the new, and no sooner 
has she weighed up the merits of her last 
purchase than she begins to long for some- 
thing new.

COOKERY. 


As a nation we have not a reputation as 
cooks—that is to say, not as the French 
and American women have it. They are 
world famous for their delicate piquant 
dishes seasoned to suit the veriest gourmet 
and arranged to delight the eye of an 
artist. Our British cookery is of a more 
substantia] order to meet with the substan- 
tial appetites of a healthy hardy race, and, 
after all, where do we find such pies as 
in Yorkshire, such bannocks as in lowland 
Scotland, such cream tarts as in sunny 
Devonshire, or such potato scones as in 
Ireland. 

Pies are, perhaps, our greatest culinary 
achievement, and of them all Cornish 
pastries make “he most delicious and 
economical dish. For these a good short 
crust pastry is required made of halt a 
pound of flour, álb, butter, one egg, and 
half a teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Break up the egg on a plate, rub the 
butter with the flour, fingering it as lightly 
as possible. Add water and half the egg

Chopped almonds are scattered 
over al] and a mayonnaise made exactly 
like the usual kind only with lemon juice 
instead of vinegar, make a delicious finish 
to a delicious dish.

To-day we are off to attack the village of 
Bruree, small in size, but large in strategic 
importance. It lies upon the north flank of 
the Charleville to Kilmallock line, which is 
now held by the irreguiars, and is about equi- 
distant from both towns. How strongly held 
it is by irregulars, 1 do not know, nor whether 
they will defend the position to the last, or 
retire upon their bases. But in either case 
they will conform with the orders of their 
higher command, for their troo hereabouts 
are of much better quality and discipline than 
any that saw fighting in Dublin and elsewhere, 
They are under the general control of Sean 
Moylan, whose portrait im this year's Irish 
Academy has familiarised his face to so many. 
There is a rumour that he has been wounded, 
ut this rumour is such a standardised tale about 
well-known leader that it is not worth 
much reliance upon it.

As they 
advance a Thompson machine gun opens on 
them in a couple of shorts bursts, but without 
effect. 

The convoy is now halted while a tree receutly 
telled across the road is being cut away with 
axes.

Down the line came four prisoners who were 
captured in a quarry near the head of the line. 
They held a strong defensive position, with the 
Lewis gun which I had heard, to aid them: but 
our troops, rushing across a piece of ground 
under fire, worked their way round to the flank. 
A couple of shots bowled over the gunner, with 
a bullet in his leg, and the rest of the de- 
fenders surrendered. The gun was also cap- 
tured, with 5 drums of ammunition and 4 rifles. 
The prisoners are rather a _ sullen-looking 
lot, al] formerly of the Cork Brigade.

As the convoy moves on we pass the quarry, 
where the wounded gunner. is being attended to 
by the M.O. He has been wounded through the 
muscles of the upper thigh, but not seriously, 
for the femoral artery is untouched. The bone 
must, however, have been hit, for the bullet, 
which is still sticking in the exit wound, has 
stripped. part of its nickel casing.

More prisoners have been taken by the troops 
operating at the right flank of our column, and 
about half-a-dozen are coming down the line.

As our particular column came up to the 
village it has been subjected to a heavy enfilad- 
ing and frontal fire, which has wounded one 
man in the head. Away to our right the Dub- 
lin Guards have got into touch with the 
Limerick party working in from the north, and 
‘are charging the village in magnificent style. 
The main body of the enemy have evidently 
already retreated, leaving a few weak posts to 
hold up the rear. and the last enfileding fire 
upon our left flank probably comes from the 
rearguard of their main body, which is beating 
it for Kilmallock.

The machine gun on our left flank has been 
located, and the field gun has been unlimbered 
to get it into action The men are dragging it 
into a field and digging a hole for the trail, At 
a distance of 800 yards in some undergrowth, 
just at the corner of a road bridge 
over the railway, is our target, but 
a herd of cows straying across the muzzle of 
the field gun is masking our fire. One of the 
gunners has gone out, and is heaving bricks at 
them to drive them away. Now they are 


clear. 
BIG GUN FIRED. 


Boom! The shell throws up a cloud of earth 
about 30 yards short of the target, but on the 
direct line. 

One of our machine guns (I think by ite 
sound the Vickers) in the armoured car has 
opened on the railway bridge, over which the 
last of the enemy are making good their 
retreat.

hood flocked round in delight to welcome us, 
and the local publican refused all payment for 
liquid refreshment, saying that we had de- 
livered the villace from a perfect plague. So 
extended hae heen the looting in this district 
that several of the farmers whose cattle had 
been taken left their farme to look after them. 
selves and came to enlist in the nations! army. 
The whole countryside heaved:a sigh of relief. 

On our way back we met the skirmishing 
screen returning. They had come into contact 
with strong enemy positions and had two or 
three casualties, none. I am glad to say. fatal. 
In the presence of superior forces they beat 
an unhurried and jirlicious retreat, having 
secured their object of protecting the convoy 
from attack. 

In this, their first battle in open country the 
national troops foucht exceedingly well. ex. 
hibiting courage, skill. and initiative To 
General Murnhy must he given the credit of a 
well-conceived and well-executed attack - which 
proved completely successful. and has secured 
for the national forces an important position 
on the flank of the Kilmallock and Charleville 
positions. In all 17 prisoners. a Lewis cun. 
and a considerable number of rifles and re- 
volvers were captured. 


IRREGULARS BLUFFED. 


Saturday. 

Throughout the evening and en into the 
night the national troops were busy pushing 
home the advantages cained yesterday by the 
capture of Bruree. Their possession of this 
village to the right flank and rear of Kilmal- 
lock must make that strongly-defended posi- 
tion ultimately untevable. The report thet the 
irreguiars are preparing a retreat upon Charle- 
ville is, therefore, likely to be true. 

Tt is a little puzzling why Bruree was not 
held in greater force. but the explanation pro- 
bably is that the irreguiars were bluffed into 
believing thet no attack would be made from 
the north. The first positions taken up near 
Kilmallock on last Sunday night were due 
south of, the town. and from these points was 
made the reconnaissance in force on Monday 
which already has been described. 

The defenders must have mistaken the force 
opposed to them for a body much Jarger than 
it actually was, for they made no attemnt te 
attack the comparatively weak posts which lay 
along the ridge to their south, and which wonld 
have had to retreat quickly in case of such an 
attack. They probably imagined that a big 
body was in support, hidden by the wooded 
mass which extends to the south-west, and so 
left their northern flank held only by a small! 
force.

The following official bulletin was issued 
by G.H.Q. at 5.45 p.m. on Saturday :— 

“ Some time before noon yesterday a re- 
port reached the troops at Maryborough 
of the location of a mine on the road be- 
tween Abbeyleix and the Curragh. From 
the information available it appears that 
Captain Powell, with.a party of troops, 
left in a Lancia car and lorry for the place 
indicated. The location of the mine was 
actually two miles nearer Maryborough. 
The Lancia car was. hit by the mines, 
Captain Powell, Brigadier Grey, and three 
others being wounded. Volunteer Grace 
was killed. : 

“On the matter being reported to Head- 
quarters at Maryborough Divisional Com- 
mandant MacCurtain and Commandant 
Collison left for the scene of the occur- 
rence. On the road they ran into a pre- 
pared ambush, where heavy fire was 
opened on the party. Divisional Com- 
mandant MacCurtain and Commandant 
Collison were killed. The party of twenty- 
eight irregulars who fired the volley which 
killed the officers then put up their hands 
and surrendered. They were taken 
prisoners. Many of them were found in 
possession of dum-dum and explosive 
ammunition.” 
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THE DETAILS. 
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IRREGULARS SURRENDER. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Irregulars ambushed national troops on the 
Maryborough-Abbeyleix road on Friday even- 
ing, and valuable lives were lost. 

A report having been received at Mary- 
borough Barracks tha. a mine was laid between 
Tunduff Cross and Abbeyleix town, Captain 
J. Powell was seut out in charge of a party to 
remove it. The party consisted of riflemen in 
& jorry, preceded by a Lancia car ne a 
Lewis gun team, with whom was Brigadier 
Michael Grey. At a point nearer Maryborough 
than that indicated in the report, a mine was 
exploded under the Lancia car, which was then 
attacked with rifle tire and hand grenades. 
One man was killed and Brigadier Grey and 
three men were wounded. A stretcher-bearer 
wearing the Red Cross was fired upon by the 
wregulars. 

Captain Powell, as soon as the explosion 
eecurred, deployed his mren from the lorry, and 
captured two men with arms, but the remainder 
of the ambushers retreated. 

The national casualties were :— 

Killed—Volunteer Grace. 

Wounded—Brigadier Grey, Driver 
Greene, Private Laurence Hennessy, 
George Taylor. 

When word of the ambush reached Mary- 
borough reinforcements went out in command 
of Colonel Commandants Austin MacOurtain and 
M F. Gantley, and Colone] Commandant: J. 
Collison, Roscrea, who happened to be in Mary- 
borough, joined the party. 

These forces deployed across country in the 
direction of Abbeyleix. Commandants MacCur- 
tain and Collison and Captain Powell, with five 
men were moving along rising round, near 
Raheen, the main body having gone anothe> 
way, and Commandant Gantley, with another 
party, were some distance away, moving in a 
circle to join Commandant MacCurtain. Hearing 
a burst of fire in Commandant MacOurtain’s 
direction, Commandant Gantley went there, and 
found eight irregulars in a field with their 
hands up. Behind a ditch near by were ten 
irregulars, who had also surrendered, and close 
to them Commandants Collison and MacCurtain 
and Captain Powell lay wounded. 

It appears that the irregulars, concealed 
behind the ditch, waited until the party were 
close up, fired a volley into them. and then, 
throwing down their arms and putting up their 
hands, came forward. Some of them protested 
that they had not fired a shot. 

Commanant Gantley sent for the local clergy, 
and Father Coyne, P.P., Raheen, and Father 
Dunne promptly attended, and adminstered the 
Last Sacraments to the wounded officers. Com- 
mandant MacCurtain expired after receiving the 
Sacraments and Commandant Collison died on 
arrival at Leix County Infirmary. Captain : 
Powell, who was wounded in the left jaw, is 
progressing favourably, as are the other 
wounded men, all of whom are in the infirmary. 
The prisoners were marched into Maryborough 
Barracks.

TRANSPORT AND MARCHING. 


(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
NENAGH, Saturday, 11 p.m. 

All to-day along the road has streamed a 
procession of vehicles of every kind—great 
chars-a-banc, steam lorries, motor lorries of in- 
numerable makes, Ford cars, vans, and even 
private-motor cars. The supply services, which 
have up to this. worked with a certain amount 
of uncertainty, are now greatly improved, and 
ammunition and rations are beginning to arrive 
with precision. . 

The strat on the mechanical transport 1s 
greater than in any other war, if we take into 
account the small numbers engaged. The art 
of marching hes either ‘been lost or never 
acquired by the national Army, who do almost 
all their travelling in lorries. ‘This is, in one 
way, an advantage, as increase of mobility is 
m wat, as in currency matters, equivalent to 
an increase in numbers; but troops do not get 
hardened in this way, and when the exposure 
of a long battle has to be endured, they are 
not so physically capable of bearing the strain ; 
and in the sphere of moral they are also 
affected by an acquired distaste of hardship. 
They are thus apt to become discontented if 
rations do not arrive regularly, or are not 
to their taste, and if long guards and little 
sleep are their portion. 

When all is considered, the actual fighting, 
and the fierce excitement it produces, is the 
pleasantest part of a soldier's life, but it 1s 
the rarest and not always the most important. 
An enemy can be out-marched as well as out- 
fought. He may be beaten by the superior 
discipline of the opposing army before one shot 
has been fired, or may be. able to nullify 
superior weapons of war by his own increased 
exertions in entrenching - himself. For this 
reason, there is always a danger in incredsing 
the luxuries of a soldier, or in gaining rapidity 
of manceuvres at the expense of loss of physical 
training. 


AREAS CLEARED. 


The use of motor transport has proved most 
helpful in clearing areas large in extent but 
weakly held by the irreguiars. In Co. Clare 
the swiftly-moving columns of the national 
Army have consid’ their opponents to retreat 
to the wild hills in the north-west portion of 
the county, end al! of Galway, in the South. 
Western Command, has been swept clean. The 
main southern theatre can thus receive exclu- 
sive attention when the time comes to advance 
upon Cork. 

At present the line is not sufficiently 
straightened to admit of an immediate attack. 
The line of the River Maigue, which runs from 
Bruree tothe mouth of the Shannon, represents 
the extreme right flank. To the west of this 
considerable bodies of enemy troops are in exist- 
ence, and further advance in the Kilmallock to 
Charleville direction would run the risk of hav- 
ing communications cut by a swift dash of the 
irrecgulars, or, even worse, of having the flank 
seriously attacked by a powerful concentration. 
Advances in Tipperary and from the Water- 
ford flank are also necessary in order to adjust 
the whole front to the geographical features of 
the area, and to shorten the line of communica- 
tion between the eastern and western wings. 

Kilmallock, which myst eventually be 
‘stormed, is, for the moment, so completely 
* blanketed ' that it can be left alone for some 
time. The national line extends around it in 
the form of a query merk. the base of the 
query being at Bruree, and the curve extending 
through Bruree House, Ballynamudonagh, 
Balivcullane, Bulgaden, and Riversfield House, 
the last post being south-east of Kilmallock at 
a distance of about two miles from the town.:

The reports that King Constantine pro- 
poses to occupy Constantinople are con- 
firmed. 

Constantinople is in Allied occupation 
pending a revision of the Treaty of Sévres. 
This cannot be rtaken until there is 
peace between Greece and Turkey. 

For some time hostilities between the 
two countries have been suspended while 
peace. pourparlers have been in progress 
on the lines suggested by the Allies last 
March ; but the negotiations have reached 
a deadlock, and it now seems that King 
Constantine intends to force the issue’ by 
occupying Constantinople. 


The Athens Government has informed 
the Allies of its intentions, but has been 
warned that such a step will meet with 


armed opposition. 


GIST OF GREEK NOTE,

“ALLIES PROTECTING TURKEY.” 


The Greek Government's Note to the Allies 
was sent last Thursday. Its exact terms have 
not been announced, but Reuter’s Correspondent 
in Athens telegraphs that the Note says, in sub- 
stance, that in view of Greece's , atiitude 
hitherto, it would be unjust to hold ber respon- 
sible for a continuance of hostilities, and, con- 
sidering that Turkish atrocities continue, Greece 
is bound to have recourse to more energetic 
measures to reach peace. Nevertheless, she is 
willing to discuss the matter with the Allies. 

The Note points out that the Greco-Turkish 
conflict is a sequel to the general “war, and 
that the Allies occupied Constantinople in order 
to bring pressure to bear on Turkey. 

By the neutralisation of Constantinople, how- 
ever, the Allies are protecting, instead of coer- 
cing, Turkey, and Greece is deprived of the 
means to impose peace. 

_Greece has hitherto accepted the neutralisa- 
tion of Constantinople, but now she realises 
that the conclusion of peace is daily becoming 
more problematical, and that a further exten- 
sion of the present situation is encouraging the 
Turks to exterminate the Christians. 

Greéce considers that the occupation .of Con- 
stantinople is the only means of bringing about 
peace. She has made arrangements for that 
purpose, and begs the Allies to give the neces- 
sary orders to the armies of occupation, and is 
confident that the difficulties will not be placed 
in the way of Greece’s efforts to bring about 
peace.

ULTIMATUM TO KEMAL, 


“ALLIES INCAPABLE,” 


Reuter’s Athens Correspondent understands 
that the Greek Government's plans to bring 
about peace with the Kemalists consist of ad- 
dressing an ultimatum to Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha to the effect that if he will not accept 
the proposals suggested by the Allies last March, 
the Greek Army will occupy Constantinople. 
This report is, however, given with all reserve, 
as er has been officially announced con- 
cerning the matter. 

The Greek Government maintains its silence 
respecting the decisions reached, but the semi- 
official Aathimerini declares that Greece, unable 
longer to tolerate the present situation, has 
demanded for the last time that the Allies put 
an end to the existing state of uncertainty. 
Greece on the last occasion entrusted her 
destiny into the hands of the Allies, who then 
proved themselves incapable. Greece now 
rejects responsiblity for the future. 

The Greek Foreign Minister issues a denial 
to the rumour that. France has suggested to 
Greece the opening of direct peace negotiations 
with Turkey under the auspiees of France. 


DEPRESSING EFFECT IN ATHENS. 


ATHENS, Saturday. 

The Greek official view of the situation may 
be summarised as follows :—‘* With the view of 
puiting an end to dangers resulting from fur- 
ther delay in the solution of the national 
problem, the Government is contemplating, on 
the one hand, a change in the régimé in the 
occupied territories of Anatolia, and, on the 
other hand, military action not limited to the 
present area of operations. The Government, 
however, bearing in mind the position of the 
Allies as regards the present régimé in Turkey, 
has, before taking any initiative, represented 
to the Allies Greece's very difficult position, 
resulting from the failure, so far, to reach a 
peaceful solution through their intervention, 
and the dangers that the continuance of the 
present suspence entail.” 

Greece this morning addressed a supplement- 
ary Note to the Allies, and the British, French, 
Yand Italian diplomatic representatives met in 
conference.—(Reuter.)

THE KING AND QUEEN 
_ ARRIVE. 


BRILLIANT GATEERING.

The King and Queen arrived at Cowes on 
Saturday afternooh, to spend their customary 
week at the great yachting festival. Their 
Majesties, contrary to expectation, did not come 
direct from Portsmouth, but took a cruise 
round the Isle of Wight on the Victoria and 
Albert before she was brought to her moorings. 

The weather was not altogether favourable. 
A light mist hung over the water, and there 
was an occasional drizzle, but matters brigh: 
tened considerably before the pleasure trip 
concluded, and when the yacht entered the 
roadstead the clouds somewhat dispersed, the 
sun peeped through them, and Cowes presented 
an animated and pleasing picture. 

The scene was one of pre-war brilliancy, and 
the anchorage ground was crowded with- more 
racing yachts than have been seen for the last 
eight years. Steam and other pleasure craft 
had mustered also in much. bigger strength 
than has marked the occasion since the cessa- 
tion of hostilities: Small pinnaces were con- 
tinually ‘on the move, dodging through the lines 
of the large yachts, and passenger steamers 
from the numerous seaside. resorts on the South 
coast had managed to fit in their appearance 
at Cowes in time to see Their Majesties arrive. 

There was scarcely a yacht in the roads 
which was not dressed over, and even the 
tiniest sailing and rowing boats displayed 
bunting as a means of offering their greet- 
ings. 

Tourists and excursionists as well as the 
townspeople flocked to the esplanade in force. 
The balcomies and windows of the hotels on 
the front were crowded with, sight: 
seers. Aun air of gaiety was all-pervading. 

ROYAL YACHT SIGHTED. 

The Royal Yacht had made the “Needles 
Passage, and she was sighted in the Western 
Solent at about three o'clock, carrying the 
Admiralty flag foremost, the Royal Standard at 
the main, and the Royal Yacht Squadron 
colours at the stern. The Yacht passed Cowes 
Castle half an hour later. She wus accom- 
panied by the destroyer Versatile. 

At the Castle there had. assembled many of 
the leading members of the Royal Yacht 
Squadron, among them being Commodore the 
Duke of Leeds, and the Vice-Commodore, Sir 
Richard Williams-Bulkcley. The lawns were 
well filled with ladies, attired in a manner 
suitable to the rather uncertain weather. 

The battleship Barham was acting as guard- 
ship, and when the Victoria and Albert got 
opposite the Yacht Squadron Castle she boomed 
out a Royal salute of 21 guns.

AN ANNIVERSARY. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S 
PROBLEM. 


“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


Eight years ago this country felt the first 
financial shock of the European crisis which 
five days later was to involve it in war, and 
to-day in another form, and with different im- 
plications, at least as regards the immediate 
future, an issue not altogether unlike that ol 
1914 confronts us. The war and the develop- 
ments of the war have rendered England for 
defensive purposes less of án island, more in- 
tegrally a part of Europe than before, but 
equally, if not more, vulnerable as regards food 
supplies and overseas trade. 

By dislocating the economic life of the Con- 
tinent it has also inflicted a hurt upon the 
commercial prosperity of this country that 
would have been far more grievous had we not 
had the fiscal courage to tax ourselves more 
heavily than any other nation in the world, and 
thus to meintam a level of solvency that has 
enabled us to buy raw materials and food- 
stuffs more cheaply than would have been pos- 
sible had our credit in the world’s markets 
stood lower. Nevertheless, our trade with 
Europe last year still represented more than 
per cent. of our total trade. We 

now faced by the problem ot 
finding means to diminish taxation, 80 
that our commerce and dustry may 
be less bampered in future, and at the same 
time of preserving and developing such oped- 
ings for trade as still exist or may present 
themselves. : 

The value of our financial claims upon the 
Continent of Europe is, in present circumstances, 
so highly speculative as to be almost mythical. 
lf by the commutation of any considerable pro- 
portion of those claims we could promote a 
prompt and definite solution of the. whoie 
repariaions. question, arrest the fail of Con- 
tinental currencies. and stabilise exchanges in 
such degree as to render them calculable factors 
in trade, we believe that we should contribute 
notably to further our own commerce and in- 
dustry, and thus pave the way towards a reduc- 
tion of our fiscal burdens.

AN INADMISSABLE DEMAND. 


Commenting editorially upon the reports 
that the Greeks are preparing to march on 
Constantinople, The Times observes -—The 
Greek Government are obviously in a difficult 
position. The absence of a decision, or any 
prospect of a decision, in the near future, and 
the maintenance of many thousands of men far 
from their homes at a heavy cost, both direct 


| ad indirect, may possibly constitute a tempta- 


tion to the Greek Government to take desperate 
measures, and to present the Powers with a 
fait accompli. The movements in Thrace and 
the demand to be allowed to occupy Constanti- 
nople may be merely designed to divert atten- 
tion from the attempt to develop the occupation 
of Ionia into a permanent system. 

It cannot be denied, however,.that Constanti- 
nople is a tempting prey both to the Greeks, 
who in their positions in Eastern Thrace are 
within a few hours’ march of the capital, and 
to the Turkish Nationalists, who from Ismid 
might on a favourable occasion attack the 
quarters on the Asiatic shore.

In 
the confusion of the Near East the Allies must 
maintain an absolutely united front, not in 
word only, but in resolute action.

COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


PARIS, Sunday. 

The Echo de Paris understands that the Com- 
mittee of Guarantees limits itself to reviewing 
Germany sa financial situation and putting 
forward suggestions, but makes no pronounce- 
ments as to whether the time has yet come to 
act on them. 

It says that the suppression of the service of 
German debts would free many milliards of 
German paper money, and thinks that the Ger- 
man Government could save about 300 million 
gold marks on its Budget 

From the report it would appear that the 
total estimated revenue, which is fixed at 154 
milliards, could be substantially increased and 
further taxation is suggested in this connection. 

The Committee says that, it would be difficult 
to secure the return of capita! sent abroad, but 
thinks that strict supervision would prevent 
any further flight of capita). 

In conclusion, the Committee dwells on the 
necessity for an internationa! loan. 

The Petit Journal says that M. Poincaré is 
gomg to the country for a brief period to con- 
sider the point of view of the French Govern- 
ment on the question of reparations» The 
newspaper insists that M, Poincaré has done all 
that he can, and that, therefore, it is the duty 
of the British Government to make the next 
move.—(Reuter.) 

German marks opened at a new low level in 
Berlin on Saturday morning at 2,705 to ther £.

CASTLEBAR, Friday. 

Here the West the war seems to 
be over. The capture of Castlebar and 
West ort, following the swift and sweep- 
ing advance of the national forces sealed 
the fate of the irregulars. Their moral 's 
shattered and they are now fleeing before 
the national troops like snowflakes in a 
blizzard. 

From the Shannon to the sea it is a case of 
sauve qui peut. With their flanks hopelessly 
smashed the irregular remnants have 
scattered pell-mell into the fastnesses ol 
North Mayo and southward towards the 
rugged regions of Connemara and the 
shores of Lough Mask. So speedy has 
been their flight that they hardly paused 
to leave their usual trail of fire and ruin 
behind them. 

In Castlebar, however, where they 
strongly fortified, and where they could have 
put up a stubborn fight if they had half a 
heart, one may see the charred ,remains of the 
jail and military barracks, grim souvenirs of 
their vengeful spirit. Some of them attempted 
to burn the Post Office, but they were thwarted 
by the determination of an enraged people, led 
by their clergy. The summary treatment they 
received proved how intense is popular feeling. 
One of them was wounded and found an 
appropriate retreat in the local asylum 

This town, the main centre of the County, is 
completely under the coptrol of Commandant- 
General Lawlor, whose skill in conducting the 
campaign has won the highest praise, and his 
troops, who made a remarkable march of 27 
miles, worthy of the best traditions of Irish 


soldiors. 
USUAL TACTICS. 

Tle usual irregular tactics of blocking roads, 
blowing up bridges and cutting railway lines 
are to be observed everywhere and have made 
the West a sort of tinkers’ camp. At every 
turn one encounters shattered bridges, and it ts 
impossible to get around the country in any 
degree of comfort. At Ballymoe and Manulla 
railway bridges have been blown up, and rail- 
wavy communication only possible by the 
zealous co-operation railway servants and 
national troops. 

I am informed that the landing ‘of the relief 
force by sea at ‘Westport created wild panic in 
the irregulars’ ranks. There was a stampede 
simultaneously from Westport and Castlebar. 
where many of the irregulars rushed off clad 
only in shirt and trousers... 

The expedition, which was fitted out in Dub- 
lin and sailed around the Northern coast to 
Clew Bay. proved highly effective. Prior to the 
main landing, a small force, under a Brigadier- 
General, was despatched to capture Rossmoney 
Coastguard Station, a few miles from Westport. 
The men landed in row boats from hookers, 
which came close to the shore. Fire was opened 
on the station, but there was no reply. and in 
a few minutes a white flag was hoisted. The 
occupants of the building came out cheering, 
with hands up. They proved to*be national 
prisoners cantured by irregulars, and detained 
in the station. They included Commandant 
Reynolds, attached to the North-Western Com- 
mand. 

The irregulars, with their arms, fled upon the 
approach of the national troops, but they were 
captured without firing a shot. 


“HE LANDING. 


Having placed a guard at the station, the 
detachment returned to assist in the landing 
at Westport. This was effected without opposi- 
tion, for the gallant irregulars had scurried to 
the hills. Everywhere the national troops have 
been acclaimed as saviours by the people, who 
cannot restrain their joy at their deliverance 
from a trying ordeal. 

The usual tale of the wholesale looting of 
food, live stock, bedding, and clothing is told 

The damage is estimated at £200,000. 

senseless destruction has one advantage: 
1t opens the eyes of the civil population to the 
value of the Treaty more effectively than end- 
less arguments in the Dail. The humble 
peasant has learned the lesson, and he does not 
conceal the fact. Those who have complained 
of duress in politica! affairs have proved them- 
selves relentless tyrants, but their tyranny has 
now been broken. 

It cannot, however, be said that everything 
is peaceful, as irregular roving bands are en- 
deavouring to continue their fell work of de- 
struction.

VISIT TO POSTS. 


5; Saturday 

Yesterday [ had an opportunity of visiting 
various posts held in the western section o! 
the county by national troops, and everywhere 
I was impressed with the thoroughness and 
despatch with which they are accomplishing 
their task. North of here, in Foxford, Ballina, 
and Killala, where one gets close to the Sligo 
border, strong detachments are in control, to 
the manifest relief of the people. 

The joy in Foxford knows no bounds, as the 
irregulars’ régime had threatened to ruin the 
woollen industry there. The village is be- 
decked with bunting in honour of the advent of 
the national troops. T Providence Mills 
which were obliged to close, and thereby render 
over three hundred hands idle, will shortly be 
working again. The district has, however, 
suffered in other ways, as many bridges across 
the Moy have been destroyed, so that access to 
Foxford is a matter of extreme difficulty 

Ballina, Killala, and Crossmolima are in a 
similar plight, but gradually the troops are 
restoring communications, though the job is by 
no means easy, as the hilly nature of the 
country favours guerilla operations, and smal! 
bands of irregulars are known to be in the 
neizhbourhood. 

Westport and Newport further west, and 
Ballinrobe, in the south towards Galway, are 
also strongly held, so that there is now hardly 
a strategic point which has not its national 
garrisov, fully armed and accoutred for any 
emergency. 

No space except that provided in the broad 
Atlantic seems to be left for irregular opera- 
tions, but developments in that aquatic area 
are not at present expected. 

Amongst the officers at present on duty in 
this area is Captain P. J. Hession. of the First 
Western Division, who was in charee of the 
funeral party that was brutally ambushed at 
Ardrahan recently. He was taken prisoner 
on that occasion, and since then has had some 
strenuous adventures until his rescue from 
Rossmina Coastguard Station a few davs ago 

An inquest was held on Sergeant Lall- and 
Private Decie, of the national troops, who 
were killed in an ambush af Bracklong. near 
Newport. and on Edward Hegarty. an irregular, 
who «rs killed on the same occasion. The 
i cause of death was found to be hemorrhage and 
shock, caused by bullet wounds.

LINK WITH ST. 
PATRICK, 
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Much interest attaches to the operations 
which have been conducted recently by the 
' ical Section of the Belfast Natural 
History and Philosophical Society at Mahee 
Island, Strangford Lough, the founda- 
tions of the Nendrum 
unearthed and restored. On 
members of the Society visited 
and inspected a number of relics discovered 
during recent operations. 

The party drove by motor car from Comber, 
and assembled at the Round Tower at Mahee, 
where the Rev. Canon Carmody gave a brief 
account of the history of the monastery. 

Canon Carmody said that the earliest mention 
of Nendrum, afterwards called Mahee, occurs 
in Muircha's Life of Saint. Patrick, which was 
written some time before 699 a.p. From this 
it appears certain that before it a 
Christian monas it had been a Pagan settle. 
ment; when Saint Patrick first came there, 
the Chieftain was Maccuil, whose evil deeds are 
fully related. He had been a notorious 
murderer, and attempted to kill the Saint. He. 
not only failed in this, but under the Saint's 
influence he became converted to Christianity, 
te afterwards was a Bishop in the Isle of 


an. 
The pa stronghold was in time converted 
into a Christian “monastery. The first abbot 
was Mahee, who was nised as a youth of 
great promise by Saint Patrick, and baptised 
m 435; he died in 497, and the foundation of 
the monastery is generally dated at 450. Bo 
we have here one of the earliest Christian 
foundations in Ireland, and it held an im- 
pent place in the Celtic Church for cen- 
iries. Thus we find in Bede's Ecclesiastical 
History that in 634 Pope Honorius wrote to 
certain bishops of the Irish Church about the 
Paschal Controversy and the Pelagian Heresy, 
and one of the bishops mentioned in this letter 
is Cromanus, Bishop of Nendrum. We also 
know that there was here one of the schools 
for which the early Irish Church was famous: 
were educated St. Finian, founder of 
Moville, and St. Colman, founder of Dromore. 
During this period the Round Tower was built. 
The life of the religious community was 
rudely interrupted by the coming of the Danes 
or Norsemen. The Annals of the Four Masters 
contain a list of abbots from 496 A.D. to 
974 A.D., and then suddenly stop. This date 
almost certainly marks the destruction of the 
place by these sea robbers. 


A GREAT CHANGE. 


Mahee next appears in the records in 1178; 
& great change had meanwhile taken place. 
The Norman invasion made great and permanent 
alterations in Ireland. In Ulster, John de 
aes had been conguering in true Norman 
fashion, sparing nothing, not even the old 
religious houses; but in his later years he tried 
to make atonement, not by restoring the former 
foundations, but by arranging that they should 
in future be carried on by monks brought from 
ghal. Follow this plan, Mahee received 
endowments from him and his successors, but 
it was an appendate of the monastery of St. 
Begoa in Cumberland, and two-thirds of the 
monks were imported from there. In spite of 
this, it seems certain that Mahee never pro- 
gressed under the new conditions. 

During the civil war of Henry III.’s reign, no 
doubt, many of the English returned to their 
own country, and if Mahee was in being in the 
Elizabethan period, it probably shared the 
fate of Bangor, Greyabbey, and Comber. In 
later years it appears as a parish church, and 
from the time of the Ulster plantation it was 
so neglected that the very site was unknown. 
Writers.such as Archdale, Harris, and Lanigan 
were wrong in their guesses about it. It re- 
mained for Bishop Reeves to identify the ruins 
of Mahee as the remains of t ancient 
monastery of Nendrum. 

It will be seen then, continued Canon Car- 
mody, that you have here what should be one 
of the most treasured spots in Ireland, a 
race which brings back the memory to almost 

500 years, one of the very oldest Christian 
foundations in this country. The Archro- 
logical section of the Natural History Society 
have made an effort to preserve these ruins 
which contain so much ancient history, an 
which, when perly studied, will og us 
to spell out the secrets of the past. Our best 
thanks are due to the owner, Mr. Johnston, 
for permitting the work to be dove. The cost 
has been very heavy, and we require more 
funds to complete what we have begun. 
Mr. H. C. Lawlor, M.R.LA., explained that 
when the Society first com operations 
et Nendrum, the whole site was a chaotic mass 
of brambles and blackthorn bushes. With the 
aid horses and chains these had been 
dragged out by the roots and burned. This 
operation exposed to view several foundations 
of the walls of old buildings, and cially 
made clear the shape of the church fe great 
cashel walls, of which the inner wall has now 
been almost completely repaired. A few yards 
on the north and on the south-eastern sides of 
the cashe] wall show it exactly as it appeared 
before clearing. 


ROUND TOWER REPLACED. 


The déris of stones and soil over the site of 
the church averaged about three feet deep; all 
this had to be examined carefully and carted 
elsewhere, and any carved stones put to one 
side.’ About four feet of fallen débris were re- 
moved from about the Round Tower, and the 
ivy destroyed; this pest had thrown down 
almost the whole of the outer face of the 
Round Tower, which has now been repleced 
and pointed with cement. 

The church foundations show that the build- 
ing is divided across the centre by & wall. This 
cross wall was originally the east gable, ap- 
parently pierced at a later date and made into 
a chancel arch. Only a few carved stones re- 
main which were likely the jambs of this arch; 
bet of this we cannot be certain. At the west 


it fell; the doorway was reconstructed, and the 
lintel was restored to its original position. 

On the north side of the chance] is the 
foundation of a small building, the purpose of 
which seems uncertain; it is not opposite the 
north door, so can hardly be called a porch; 1% 
may be a small sacristy, but as this remains 
uncertain, this foundation is left exposed, just 
as it was found. All the wall foundations have 
been preserved with concrete tops. To the west 
of the west door was unearthed the foundation 
of a rough, small, square building, surrounded 
by many stone graves. To ascertain the pur-

JURY AND “MILITARY 
METHODS.”’ 


At the Belfast City Gommission on Saturday, 

Edward Luke, or Gillan, who had been indicted 
for assault and robbery, and in whose case 
the jury had disagreed on three occasions was 
discharged. 
His Lordship told the prisoner that he was a 
most plausible person and had the jury known 
that he had thirty convictions against him for 
serious offences and for forty minor offences, 
he might not have escaped the meshes of the 
law. 

Thomas Pitman, Thomas Wilson, and Joseph 

D. Vance were found not guilty on the charge 
of wounding, with intent to maim, Joseph 
Smith at Apsley street on 28th April. 
Herbert Brown, Alexander Donelly, and 
James Watson were charged with breaking and 
entering the pawnbroker's premises of Wilson 
and McClure, Peter’s Hill, along with half a 
dozen young men, who pleaded guilty, on 2nd 
June and stealing a numberof articles, includ- 
ing £3 12s. 6d. of money and a clock. 

The prisoners were found guilty, and Brown 
was iseemmiaiaí to mercy on account oí his 
youth. 


MILITARY AMMUNITION. 


William Adams was charged with inciting 4 
soldier of the Cheshire Rgiment to steal 
ammunition. 

It appeared from the evidence of several 
soldiers that the accused asked them to 
“pinch " ammunition, and that they would be 
well paid for it. One of the soldiers, who ad- 
mitted that he was connected with the battalion 
secret service, got five cartridges, which he 
gave to the accuséd, and the latter was subse- 
quently arrested. 

A soldier said that he afterwards learned 
that the accused was a loyalist, and was not 
connected with any illegal association. 

The evidence for the defence was that the 
soldier forced the ammunition upon the 
accused outside tea rooms, where Adams was, 
with others, at a picnic. — 
The jury found the prisoner guilty, with a 
recommendation to mercy, and added that 
they did not approve of the methods of the 
military in the matter.

ARMED MAN’S DISGUISE. 


DRESSED AS A CLERGYMAN. 


A remarkable story of an armed man who 
was dressed as a priest was told at the in- 
uest on the bodies of two national soldiers, 
dames Scanlon and Alfred Devine, who were 
hee ieng in an ambush in County Donegal last 
week. 

' James Campbell told 

& party of troops went out to got at 
some irregulats, who were on the hills 
above Sugnagillow. As they approached, a man, 
who was dressed as a clergyman, came towards 
them. He had a gun under his arm, and was 
accompanied by a setter dog. They called 
upon him to halt and put up his hands, as they 
were not sure of his identity. He asked them 
who they were, and when they told him that 
they were national Aroops he flung himself 
down and fired his rifle. The troops returned 
the fire, and after a time retired. Several 
shots were fired at them. 

Private William Feeney deposed that on the 
26th inst. he went out, accompanied by ten 
men, amongst whom were the two deceased 
men. When advancing two men approached 
them. One, who was dressed as a priest, had 
a brown setter dog with him. They called on 
them to halt and to put up their hands. The 
man who was dressed as a priest did not put up 
his hands. Someone shouted that he was a 
priest, and they took down their rifles. The 
man who was dressed as a priest asked who 
they were. Devine, one of the deceased men, 
told him that they were national troops, and 
afterwards both men threw themselves on the 
ground and opened fire on them, Several other 
men also opened fire on them across the fences. 
They returned the fire, which lasted for about 
half an hour. The witness heard Devine shout- 
ing that he was hit. Scanlon went to the aid 
of Devine. . The firing from the irregulars con- 
tinued for some time. It was then dark, and 
they remained on till about 2 o'clock a.m., when 
they left. i 

When evidence of identification and medical 
opinion had been given, the jury found that 
death was due to gunshot wounds inflicted 
during a conflict with irreguiar forces.

WIDENING OF NASSAU 
STREET CORNER.

A much needed improvement in Dublin will 
be effected by the widening of Nassau street 
at the corner of Grafton street. This is one 
of the most important outlets to the coast and 
the southern townships, and the mereasing 
volume of traffic of nearly all kinds has made 
the crossing, which is at present very narrow, 
dangerous for pedestrians. 

For many years the matter has been under 
the consideration of the Dublin Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation, and they have always been of opinion 
that an improvement could- only be made 
through the removal of the railings near the 
Provost’s House, Trinity College and also of 
the car hazard at Nassau street corner. 

About seven years ago the Association had 
plans prepared, and communicated with the 
Town Clerk with a view to sending a joint 
deputation to discuss the matter with Dr. 
Mahaffy, the then Provost. He received the 
delegates courteously, but expressed the wish 
that the projected change should not be made 
during his lifetirne. On October 11, 1919, Dr. Ber- 
nard, the present Provost, sent a letter to the 
Corporation offering the piece of ground known as 
the Provost's Court Yard on condition that the 
railings, when moved. back, would be placed in 
their new position to the satisfaction of the 
College authorities, and that the car hazard 
would be moved elsewhere. He expressed the 
hope that the offer might be regarded as an 
act of goodwill on the part of the College. 


In November, 1919, the Corporation agreed 


with the Provost’s proposal, and in October, 
1920, they had before them an estimate of 
£1,760 for carrying out the work. In view, 
however, of the general desire for economy at 
the time, they did not proceed further with 
the scheme. A year later the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion received a letter from the Corporation 
concerning the matter, and in the estimates 
for the current year a sum of £1,500 was ear- 
marked for the purpose of widening the street. 

The Citizens’ Association being anxious to ex- 
pedite matters wrote to the Provost in June 
last, and received a reply stating that the pre- 
vious offer still held good, and that the formal 
cession of the necessary ground would be made 
on the completion of the required guarantees. 

As the matter now stands, the work can be 
proceeded with as soon as certain preliminaries 
have been completed. If the widening of 
Nassau street was necessary seven vears ago 
it has bhecome imperative now. The Streets 
Committee are ready to move at once, and it 
is to be hoped that they will be enabled to 
do so at the earliest opportunity. 

The public spirited action of the Provost 
and the Colleze authorities in freely. giving the 
ground for this very necessary work deserves 
acknowledgment.

YOUNG HERD’S SHOCKING 
END. 

Patrick McGeoghegan, aged about 10 years, 
the son of Daniel McGeoghegan, Rashenny, 
Donegal, met with a fearful death.

DIVORCE PROCEEDINGS. 


BISHOP WELLDON AND 
PUBLICITY. 


Publicity of divorce proceedings 
‘ect dealt with by the Dean of ewok (Bishop 
Vellden) in the course of an interview. 
Publicity, he said, was indeed the life-blood of 
democracy. It was in public opinion that the 
strength of democratic virtue lay, a public 
opinion was mainly created aud enunciated 
through the Press. 

“The Press,” remarked Bishop Welldon, 
‘renders an immense service by the aid that 
it affords to the police in tracking criminals—a 
service never so sorely needed as in an age 
when science affords criminals unprecedented 
facilities in the commission of crimes, ! 

“In the past publicity has been the principal 
uarantee against legal injustice, but there is 
fittle fear of legal injustice in the present. day. 
No agent of talormation is so powerful as the 
Press. 

“But the competition of newspapers is so 
keen that they are apt to rival one another in 
the publication of excitimg news, whether such 
news is, or is not, conducive to the moral wel- 
fare of the community. 

IT cannot help thinking, therefore, that. the 
loss incurred by the publication o? proceedin 
in the Divorce Courts is often greater than the 
gain which the publicity of divorce proceedings 
can ever ensure. It is impossible to deny. or 
disguise the fact that reports of immorality 
produce a demoralising effect. i 

“ T could wish, therefore, that the judges who 
try disgusting cases were not only empowered, 
but expected, to try them in camera. A trial 
in camera would not mean that the responsible, 
interested persona were not made fully aware of 
the charge, the evidence adduced in support of 
it, and the judgment pronounced upon it. But. 
it would mean that the young of both sexes 
would be able to take up any newspaper with- 
out the danger of coming upon “copy which 
must excite such thoughts and such desires as 
tend against the innocency of life.”
